FINANCIAL AFFAIRS,
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Paying the Natlonal Pebt lu Currency—
Speech of Gemeral W. A, Gorman at
Rochester, Minn,, October 20,

After a few prelimioary remarks General Gor-
man sMd:—

Allow ma now to eall your attention to another
means ol relieving the people from & part of the
great burden of taxation. Your national debt—
now audited—amounts to avouat $2,500,000,000,
This smount will be probably increased about
$600,000,000, There 15, by the report of tue
Beoretury of the Treasury, aboul $982,000,000 of
what {8 kpnown as Kivestwenty United BSiates
bonds, bearing six per cent, interest in gold, but
the principal 18 not by the terms ot the contract
payable in gold, These bonds are payable at
any time after flve years, at the option of the
Government,

About four hundred millions of these bonds
are now deposiled as the basis of the nationul
banks, upon which the people are taxed to pay
twenty-four million dollars annuslly in gold.
This is the {avorite inancial measure of the Re-
publican party. If the law Lad lo terms re-
gulred their payment In gold, we would say,
keep the taith, and so pay them; bot the law
does not require their payment in gold, except
the interest. Therefore we say, let the Govern-
ment pay off this four hundred millwon o1 tive-
twenties” bonds fu legal-tender currency, aud
withdraw the netionsl bunk currency, by which
wo will save tweuty-four wmillion dollars, and

Juce four Lundred milhiops on the fax s,
hereby savivg the people aunually twenty-four
milliops, apd giving them four hundred mil-
liovs more taxable property.

Thus the bonds are not now taxable for State
or any other purpose, bul when converted into
legal-tender curreues they will be taxable for
all purpozes. This poliey will not, you see, in-
crease the volume of the currency, but will
awell the taxable property four huudred mil-
lions of dollars, This poliey will diminish the
demand for gold to the extent of twenuy-four
million dollars annually, and thereby lessen the

reminm on it. And in the proportion that it
eseens 1he premium on gold it brings the legal-
tender currency nearer to par, And further,
the lInw now requlies all the tarlff tax on im-

ris to be paid in pold, and by saving this
wenty-four milllon dollars inicrest on the
fiye-twenlies we can  reduce the tarif
tax on imports to an_ amooni equal 1o
this twenty-four million dollurs, and thereby
further diminish the demand for that branch of
taxation, and o that exwent cheapsn the cost of
our articles of consumption.

The telepraph announces the death of R. 8,
Baulston, of Tennessee, The Cinoinuntt GFazelle
aaye that ever kince the reorgaunization of gov-
ernment in that State, Mr, KEnulston bas been s
member of the Lower House of the Logislature,
representing the county of Marion, in the sonth-
elst ecruer of the State. Suoh of our realers
A8 were In Tennessoe diting the memoryble
legislatlve seasion of 1866 and 1880, and the
spring of 1867, will remember an old man, with
hatt aod beard white as snow, lume In ove fool,
und reeble In body, who might be seen each
day slowly climbiug the hill towards the Oupi-
tol, supported always upon the urm of 4 brother
member, It was Raolsion, the old Puaritun
of Tenpesser, the Thaddeus Stevens of that
jeeialative body, When the Loegislwiare had
direussed the Constitutions! smeniment for
eevernl weeks o 1866, Haulston moved the
previous question on e rabitication, Tusiontly
the Rebel members began to filiboster, in order
to break up the body, and the vole that day
could pot be taken, Soeveral duys after, o
quurum was obteined, aud Baulston [asisied
upou the previous question. Again the ensmy
resoried 1o fillbustering, and again prevented a
vote, They used every aritlice to fndooe Raul-
ston to withdraw his demand, but without avail;
and at length, after six weeks® delay, the pre-
vious question was ordexed h{ a vols ol the
Houee, and the amendment ratitied. This i3 bat
an example of the Roman firmoess which dis-
tivenished this remarkable old man, He was
pnot blesged with moch Jearning, bat his devoted
patriotism, made him keen nud far-sighted, and
gave him a pructicil knowledge of what the in-
terests ol the State and nation required, which
many an eduvesated man mislt have eanvied.
Love of country, and hatred of its enemies were
tho ruling prineiples of his life, and for these he
was ready at any moment Lo sacritice all, Peyoe
to Lis hopored ashes!

Bishop Lousdale of Lichfleld,

The denth of Dr. Lonsdale, Bisnop of Lich-
ficld, at Eccles Hall, Eogland, is aunounnced.
He was born iu 1788, und atter attending the
gechool at Elon went to Kine's College, Cam-
bridge. In 1886 he was elected preacher at
Livcoln's Inn, and became Lwo yeurs alterwards
Privcipal of King's College, London, Bir Robert
Peel, while Prime Minister in 18438, nominated
bim to Lhe bishopric ol Lichfield,

Bishop Strachan.

The Bighop ol Toronto died ut 3 P, M. ou
Friduy, pnssing awny quietly, us though merely
sloking into & peacefol slecp,. When the news
ol bis denth became koowun, the flags on the

ublic buildings and in the harbor were lowered

o ball-mast, the places of business in the prin-
cipal streets were closed, aud the bells of the
Cathedral were toilled, Bishop Strachan lived
to the great nge of 80 years—having never in
his youth, **by indiscretions wooed the means
of weaknese and debility.” He was in early lite
teacher o1 the Grammar School st Cornwall,

Among hig pupils were many who became
prominent men, Neatlyall of these be survived,
mcluding the late Chlef Justlce, Bir John
Beverly Robinson. The celebrated painter Sie
David Wilkle wus one of lus pupils. The teacher
soon discovered the genjus of his pupll. Taink-
ing it a pity that talent 50 rare should not have
an opportunity of developlog Ltsell, he exhausted
bis persuasive powers on the boy’ uncle 1o
sond bim, at an early age, to Rueburn, who thon
enjoyed a very high reputation ln his art,

t 15 9 somewlint singular fact, that although
Bishop Strachan had been educated as a Presby-
terign, he was selected by Colonel Graves Sim-
coe, then Lieutenaut-Governor ol Upper Canada,
1o superintend the introduction ot n System of
education which was istended to make the
whole pouulation Eplscopahwuns, The scuemo,
s originally projected, was abandoned, and Dr.
Sirgchan became a private tutor shortly sfter
his arrmval frow Aberdeen, his native ey, lao
Muay, 1803, he was ordailued o Deacon by the
Right Rev. Dr, Mouutain, the first Protestant
Eishop of Quebec; and in 1504 was admitted 1o
orders and appoiuted to the mission of Coro-
wall, For tweunty-two years he bore a promi-
nent parc o the public affuir: of Canadn, And b
patuteness #s o politiclun was wdmltted even Ly
his opyonents,

The leading sl of his hfe was (o establish
securely the Church ot Eugland as a State
cbhurch, an object which could never be galned
while 1he people were divided in religious
opinion. Dr, Strachan was made Executive
Councillor, an oftice which he held for twenty
years, Ip 1827 be labored for the movement to
estnblish Grammmar Schools, one in each dis-
triot, with a college at the head of them, and
suocceded In securing & charter embodying the
priveciples which he had luld down in his great
educationsl plan.

For over 20 years his College (King's) wns &
Church of Fugland instltation, sand when =
chunge was made he founded a new Church of
England University, under the name of Trinity
College., To his perseverence is due the estab-
liehment of the two Universitics in Toromto.
During his Councilorship, and at his suggestion,
57 rectories were ercoted in Upper Canadn.,  lo
1828 Dr, Sirschan becsme Arehdencon of York,
Kleven years later he was appointed Bishop of
Toronto, and not until old sge had begun to
wenken him would he consent to share the bar-
dens of his office with a condjuator,
